Sabin vaccine by Wednesday. 


| EXPIRATION DATE 


Dr. John H. Venable, director 
of the Georgia Department of 
Public Health warned, “Unless 
the vaccine we have on hand is 
used by Wednesday evening, if 
will be lost. After the vaccine 
is thawed and diluted it lasts for 
only a short time.” 


Expiration date on the estimated 
25,000 doses is Thursday, but 
officials hope it can be used by 
Wednesday afternoon. 


Dr. Albert Sabin, originator of 
the vaccine, sent 300,000 doses 
of the Type III vaccine to Atlanta 
last week to combat a threatening 


being given free to children over 
the age of six weeks and under 
15 years of age. 


DeKalb County health director, 


persons received ‘the type III vac- 
cine Monday. 


*“‘We’ve managed to get three 
more vials,”’ he said, “‘but when 
this is gone, I’m afraid that will 
be all we have.’’

Dr. John F. Hackney, Fulton 
County health commissioner, said 
his county’s Sabin vaccine total 
stood at 117,744 Monday afternoon, 
as 9,477 received the vaccine. 


Dr. Venable said Monday, 
“‘We’re rather concerned that the 
people who need this vaccine 
most, those in the lower socio- 
economic groups, primarily Ne- 
gro, have been the ones who have 
not responded for the vaccine.” 


“We must get these persons 
protected,”’ he warned. 


“They didn’t even know what 
happened,’’ Dykes said. ‘They 
were out on the porch playing 
bingo. And it started to rain so 
they ran inside.”

About $150 million in general tax 
revenues would be channeled into 
the program each year to make 
up the difference. This would start 
July 1, 1962. 


The extra taxes and Treasury 
funds are needed because road 
construction costs have soared 
and the mileage of the interstate 
system has been increased since 
the program was started in 1956. 


The bill would authorize an ad- 
ditional $11,560,000,000 in  fed- 
eral roadbuilding grants to the 
states. This would boost total au- 
thorizations for the highway net- 
work to $37 billion. Total cost. of 
the system is estimated at $41 bil- 
lion, or about $1 million a mile. 


The states are required to put 
up $1 for every $9 in federal 
grants.

GENEVA (#—Communist China, most determined 
of the Communist nations in its criticism of the West at 
the internationdl conference on Laos, eased up Monday 
and predicted an early solution to the Southeast Asian 


country’s political problems. 


conditions for reaching an inter- 
national agreement on the peace- 
ful settlement of the Laotian ques- 
tion acceptable to all,” said For- 
eign Minister Chen Yi, Peiping’s 
chief delegate at the 14-nation 
conference. 


This surprise statement came 
as the conference itself was mov- 
ing into the doldrums. Western 
delegates talked of slowing to 
three sessions a week in the hope 
of cutting the torrent of charges 
from both sides until the Laotian 
leaders come up with their sug- 
gestions for a political solution. 


Western delegates glumly ob- 
served that Chen’s speech still 
stuck to basic Communist propos- 
als and rejected French and 
American plans for a settlement 
and international agreements to 
guarantee it. 


Chen praised the three princes 

neutralist Souvanna Phovw- 
ma, pro-Communist Souphanou- 
vong and pro-Western Boun Oum 
—for their agreement on a policy 


of neutrality for a future govern- 
ment in Laos. 


He also commended U.S. Am- 
bassador W. Averell Harriman, 
chief U.S. delegate at the confer- 
ence, for letting up on complaints 
about Communist violations of the 
cease-fire in Laos. Harriman had 
discovered that the Communists 
ignored the cease-fire reports or 
castigated him for bringing them 
up, thus delaying progress even 
more. 


At one point Chen seemed to 
go well beyond even the Soviet 
position on letting arms enter 
Laos after a settlement. 


Chen said that the “Laotian 
government alone has the right 
to. determine the quantities and 
types of weapons it requires.”

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Public School Aid 


Is Paramount Need 


Federal] aid to education is in serious 
danger of defeat at this session of Con- 
gress. Tied up in House committee, all 
the old arguments which delayed its pas- 
sage in the Senate are being heard and 
there now appears to be doubt of whether 
action can be taken. 


By far the most serious bar is the issue 
of aid to private and parochial schools. 
In the case of the latter such aid is clearly 
in violation of the Constitution of the 
United States. There is no legal bar to 
church schools and certainly churches 
have the right to operate them. But to 
make them semipublic through public 
aid would tend to weaken their useful- 
ness. 


As for aid to all other types of private 
schools, such institutions should not be 
put into a position of competing with 
public schools for public funds. This 
would not only weaken the public school 
effort but would encourage a maze of 
new private schools without end. It would 
tend to make dependencies of private in- 
stitutions and water down the assistance 
public schools need now. 


Separation of church and state is nei- 
ther antireligious nor discriminatory. 
Federal aid to private schools on a whole- 
sale basis can be considered in the same 
light. 

It will be tragic if this dispute results 
in defeat of federal aid to public schools 
and the resultant handicaps to the na- 
tion’s children. Yet opponents of any type 
of federal aid are using the issue to 
achieve their ends. If they succeed, the 
nation will be the loser.

Can Americans Meet 
This Other Challenge? 


Now we have two challenges from 
Khrushchev. 

The first, on Berlin, is possibly mili- 
tary but more probably diplomatic. Ei- 
ther way, it will be met. (There may be 
debate and a search for a new way to 
meet it. But it will be met. It will be 
met firmly and responsibly—or we sorely 
misjudge the American people and Presi- 
dent Kennedy.) 


The second challenge is more compli- 
cated and will be more difficult to come 
to grips with. It lies in the Soviet Pre- 
mier’s boast that Russia is now the Num- 
ber 2 nation in the world and will be 
Number 1 by 1970. 

Well, will it? 

We, not they, must answer that. And 
we must make no mistake about the need 
for an answer. This is not just a question 
of pride or prestige alone. This is not the 
chamber of commerce of one city engag- 
ing the chamber of another city in a 
friendly race. It is, instead, a very un- 
friendly race between a system that 
places God and man above all else and 
one that doesn’t. It is a very unfriendly 
competition for the resources of the 
whole world. 


Khrushchev can back away on Ber- 
lin. He can’t back away on the other 
challenge. There are loopholes in his de- 
mands for a “settlement” of the German 
question. There are none in his boast 
that state socialism can better raise a na- 
tion to prominence than can free institu- 
tions. Either it can or it can’t. 


All the new nations of the world are 
watching. Most of them will be making 
their decision in the next decade. Russia 
is committed fully to the fight. Now it’s 
up to us. We can mobilize to defend 
Berlin. Can we mobilize in freedom in 
the more complex and shadowy battle for 
the whole world? Surely we can. We had 
better.

To them, the ultimate reality is 
the plight of “common man’”’ in 
the United States. It is not the 
plight of all men—common or un- 
common, bad old conservatives or 
good young liberals—before the 
creeping glacier of imperialist 
communism. 

Both in the looming crisis over 
Berlin and in the President's 
hard struggle at home for his new 
foreign-aid bill for collective se- 
curity, those who cry loudest their 
devotion for his administration 
are doing it the most harm. 

The Republicans have on the 
whole behaved responsibly on 
Berlin. And on foreign aid a good 
number of them are. likely to wind 
pie as his decisive allies in the 


What is unfolding here is an- 
other illustration of a truism of 
our politics: the kind of liberal 


Democratic mind which gives 


glad assistance to Kennedy on 
domestic questions tends to be 
incapable of accepting his (or 
any other president’s) leadership 
where it most counts, in the cold 
war.

On July 29 and again on Oct. 21 
he abjured summitry until first 
a foreign ministers’ meeting had 
indicated ‘‘we’re going to settle 
something.” He singled out Ber- 
lin, space, nuclear testing or dis- 
armament as fields in one of 
which preliminary agreement 
might first appear. 

Now there has not, of course, 
been a summit conference like 
that of Geneva in 1955. But sum- 
mitry, in the true sense, means a 
confrontation with Khrushchev, 
not our Allies. That we have had 
and without a hint of agreement 
either before or since. 

On Nov. 5 Kennedy foreswore 
foreign travel at least, by infer- 
ence, for some time and said “‘we 
promise if we are successful to 
go to Washington because that is 
where the job will have to be 
done.”” Yet, since his inaugura- 
tion he has gone to Ottawa, Paris, 
Vienna, London and presumably, 
if his health will bear it, plans a 
South American foray. 

The Paris visit was highly suc- 
cessful. The Vienna trip was not. 
The London stopover was unnec- 
essary. One cannot pre-judge a 
South American tour that hasn't 
even happened. Yet both the 
President and Secretary of State 
Rusk, who has been in Bangkok, 
Ankara, Oslo, Paris, Geneva and 
Vienna, have been hopping about 
at an Eisenhower-Dulles pace.

30. Although two airships will be 
kept in service temporarily for 
research purposes, these also 
eventually will be deflated and 
stored.

1937 EXPLOSION 


The New Jersey airport also 
was the major U.S. base for for- 
eign lighter-than-air craft which 
plied the Atlantic carrying passen- 
gers. .It was the scene of the 
spectacular explosion on May 7, 
1937, of the German Zeppelin Hin- 
denburg which killed 36 persons. 


The Hindenburg explosion and 
the earlier crashes of the Shenan- 
doah, Macon and Akron wrote the 
end of the passenger-carrying diri- 
gible, once the most advanced 
means of long-distance air travel. 
They were succeeded by faster, 
long-range aircraft.

Baby’s Nails 
Are Really 
Dangerous

One of those “‘silly little acci- 
dents” happened to a friend ‘of 
mine. His wife turned suddenly, 
with outthrust hand, and one of 
her fingernails raked across his 
eyeball. 


No, it didn’t blind him. In fact, 
there has been no permanent dam- 
age. The eye was very painful for 
a time and badly bloodshot. But 
by a split fraction of an inch, the 
nail didn’t cut deeply enough to 
cause serious harm. 


After all, nature wisely set our 
eyes back within the protection of 
the skull and facial bones. A 
blow in the region of the eye is 
for the most part blocked by the 
bony structure. It is not, as a rule, 
a hard blow that damages the eye. 
It is the penetration of something 
small, or the flicking motion—of 
a fingernail—that can reach in 
and touch the eyeball. 


The ophthalmalogist who treated 
my friend mentioned, in passing, 
a matter which he has found to 
be dangerous: Babies’ fingernails. 


Yes, that’s right. Babies may 
fuss at the simple process of trim- 
ming their nails. But the fact is 
that eye specialists have a sub- 
stantial number of cases of dam- 
age caused by babies, flinging 
their arms around, and jabbing a 
finger in an adult’s eye. 


The small fingernails are very 
sharp. They can do severe dam- 
age to eyes. So although it may 
sound like a small matter, I 
suggest that mothers keep them 
trimmed. No, don’t try to cut 
them down to the shortest possible 
millimeter but at least don’t let 
the nails grow out with sharp 
corners. Those small and aim- 
less nails can be dangerous. 


While we'’ré on the subject, 
doesn’t all this explain why, at 
times, I rant about the danger of 
air rifles, slingshots, and other 
such childhood toys? 


Our boy children are vunder- 
standably interested in air guns, 
slingshots and the like. But they 
are dangerous. 


It may look like the dickens 
after Junior gets hit in the eye 
with a baseball, or another little 
boy’s fist. However, the black eye 
will fade, and no lasting harm 
is done. But one little BB pellet 
that happens to hit the eye can 
ruin it forever. 


We can’t protect our youngsters 


from all perils, but let’s at least 
lean with restrained parental in- 
fluence against the’ dangerous 
little things that, from time to 
time, happen to hit, and blind, an 
eye. 


The same goes for any of the 
ingenious little plastic toys which, 
if small enough, and operated by 
springs or other motive power, 
can puncture the eye. I’m not 
against toys, and I’m not against 
fun. But after some of the ‘‘ac- 
cidents”’ I’ve seen, I’m _ scared 
stiff. 


Is there such a thing as being 
allergic to the sun? Its rays 
seem to affect my equilibrium 
and at times my breathing. In 
the winter I feel better. — 
Mrs. R. 


Yes, the ultraviolet rays some- 
times do this. ‘Lupus erythema- 
tosus and some rare diseases also 
are aggravated by sunlight.)

W. Rutland Jr. of DeKalb. 


SETS PATTERN 


Scoggin said the Tennessee 
case, which is pending before the 
U. S. Supreme Court, will “set 
the legal pattern” for whatever 
happens in the way of reappor- 
tionment in Georgia. He said he 
feels that the Tennessee decision 
“will play an important part’’ in 
the reapportionment committee’s 
recommendations. 


The case seeks to force reap- 
portionment of Tennessee’s legis- 
lature as required by the state’s 
constitution. Despite population 
shifts, the Legislature hasn’t been 
reapportioned since 1901. 


$400,000 
Libel Suit 
Thrown Out 


The State Court of Appeals 
ruled Monday that a Savannah 
attorney had no cause of action in 
a $400,000 libel suit he brought 
against Savannah newspapers. 


The decision threw out the liti- 
gation filed by Julian Hartridge 
Sr. The appeals court held that 
Chatham Superior Court should 
have sustained general demur- 
rers of the Savannah Morning 
News and the Savannah Evening 
Press when the case was called 
to trial last February. 


SUED ON 2 COUNTS 


Hartridge sued on two counts 
over news stories on Nov. 13, 
1958, and Sept. 25, 1959, concern- 
ing court events in which he 
figured. He was a defendant in 
one of the cases and was acquit- 
ted. 


Hartridge, a lawyer since 1922, 
charged that the newspapers had, 
in effect, written their accounts 
in a manner calculated to injure 
his professional standing. The 
Court of Appeals disagreed. 


In count one, Hartridge said 
he had successfully handled the 
appeal of two men convicted of 
rape but that the newspapers 
gave credit to another attorney, 
John E. Sullivan. The rape de- 
fendants, first given 20 years, 
were freed at their second trial. 

Hartridge said this improper 
credit imputed to himself “a 
gross want of skill and com- 


petence.”’ 
WON NEW TRIAL 


“The only statement in the 
publication claimed to be false 
was that when Sullivan entered 
the case, he petitioned the federal 
court of appeals for a reversal 
and won a new trial,”’ the appeals 
court’s unanimous opinion said, 
adding there was nothing defam- 
atory or libelous involved. 


“It is true that it failed to give 
proper credit to the plaintiff, but 
of itself contained no imputation 
of professional incompetence. 
Even if Hartridge had turned the 
appeal over to Sullivan after 
associating him in the case, we 
cannot see where an assignment 
of this duty would have inferred 
incompetence.”” . 


The second count involved 
Hartridge’s trial in city court 
on a reckless driving charge 
which brought him an acquittal. 
He said the newspapers carried 
a long story of the proceeding 
and a two-column picture, that 
“never before had a respectable 
citizen of Savannah been singled 
out for publicity of this char- 
acter” and that the purpose was 
to expose him to ridicule and 
contempt. 

“A fair and honest report of a 
judicial ing is condition- 
ally privileged,” 


the Court of 
Appeals said. 


“The fact that the newspapers 
saw fit to use the report of this 
incident as a feature or human 


interest story would not of itself

Machine from Last Century 


Still Does It’s Sewing Duty

An old sewing machine has 
been treadled into a new gen- 
eration, bringing with it a nos- 
talgic touch of history. 


It’s a part of history “entirely 
different to the current trend of 
events,”’ but it has special sig- 
nificance for Mrs. Ruth Brooks 
Watkins of Decatur. 


The sewing machine belonged 
to her mother, the late Mrs. 
G. W. Brooks, and was an ex- 
tra bonus as a subscriber to 
The Atlanta Constitution. 


A PREMIUM 


“As far back as I can re 
member,’”’ Mrs. Watkins said, 
‘‘my mother associated her 
Premium Sewing Machine with 
The Constitution. She said that 
the machine was a premium for 
subscribing to the paper, long, 
long ago. It meant a lot to her. 
She did not remember all the 
details of how she got the 
machine, but she would affec- 
tionately say that she made 
clothes for all the children and 
herself with it.” 


Mrs. Brooks, an accomplished 
seamstress, made clothes for six 
of her children who are still 
living, and for two babies who 
died in infancy. 

She made complete wardrobes 
for them: Underwear, dresses, 
trousers and shirts for the boys. 


In addition she skillfully sewed 
bed and table linens, and ‘‘prac- 
tically everything for her house- 
hold.”’ 


MAKE A DRESS

hand,’”’ Mrs. Watkins recalled. 
“Last year, seven years 
after her death, I came across 
a length of her blue cham- 
bray material. Remembering 
Mother’s machine, I decided to 
make a dress for myself.”’ 


So Mrs. Watkins retrieved the 
old sewing machine from its 
resting place in the small house 
in her back yard. The mechani- 
cal masterpiece had survived 


both its years of long use, and 
the many months of idleness. 


“Tt still looked good,’”’ Mrs. 
Watkins reported. ‘‘All it needed 
was to be cleaned up and oiled.” 


The wooden top features a 
drop-leaf end and two drawers 
for threads and other sewing 
materials, legs and treadle. of 
cast iron. Unencumbered by 
the many accessories that adorn 
today’s machines, the heirloom 
is simple, but efficient. 


STILL SEWS WELL 


“The machine still sews very 
well,”” Mrs. Watkins said. .“‘So 
much so that I completed the 
only dress $ ever made!”’ 


In the process of cleaning the 
machine, a document was. un- 
earthed from the bottom of the 
attachment box in one of the 
drawers, revealing the history 
of the sewing equipment: A're- 
ceipt, made out to Mrs. Wat- 
kins’ father, G. W. Brooks of 
Decatur, and signed by The 
Constitution Publishing Co. 


The receipt is for $22 “for 
high arm machine and weekly 
Constitution for one year.” 


It is dated April 17th, 1889. 

‘‘Mother would often say that 
The Constitution was her favor- 
ite newspaper,”’ Mrs. Watkins 
recalled. ‘“Then Mother would 
add that she and The Constitu- 
tion were the same age. She 
was born in 1868.”’

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U.S. Society Is A Bad Thing 
—To Those Who Aren’t in It 


By CLEVELAND AMORY 
Author of “The Proper Bostonians” and “The Lest Resorts” 

The complainants and witnesses for the prosecution make, 
as of the 1960s, such a strong case, together with actual sus- 
pects, that the case for the defense is, seemingly, a difficult one 
indeed. Without stretching the point, however, one can easily 
picture the lawyer for the defense making, in a sense, no de- 
fense while at the same time making the strongest defense 
possible. 

For such a courtroom scene one imagines the lawyer for 
the defense arising and saying he admits all the prosecution 


has charged. He even duly notes all complaints. At the same 
time he asks only that something else should be noted. This

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is, in fact, that for a long time people have ieee saying that 
Society isn’t what it used to be—for so long, indeed, that one 
wonders, occasionally, when it ever was. 


Let us, for example—and we now put ourselves in the 
position of the lawyer for the defense—having admitted that 
Society as of the 1960s had its shortcomings, try to pinpoint 
when it had no such failings. 


Let us, for example, go back 530 years: 


Society, as I first remember it, was based on the old 
families. ... They represented several generations of 
education and standing in the community. They had tra- 
ditions running back not infrequently to the first white 
settlement and the days of Elizabeth and James... . The 
persons who now fill Society, as depicted in the depressing 
phrases and strange language considered suitable to the 
subject by the daily press, are for the most part the 
modern, very modern plutocrats who are widely different 
from ‘their modest predecessors of the middle of the 19th 
Century. ... These newcomers have absorbed the Society 
columns of the newspapers, which they fill with their 
performances, with their entertainments, their expendi- 
tures, their marriages, their divorces, and their scandals. 


Here, speaking in his Early Memories, 1913, is the late Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge, grandfather of the present Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. And now, since there was obviously trouble 
50 years ago, let us try again and go back a hundred years: 


It is undeniable that changes, and changes not for the 
better, have been taking place during the last few years 
in American social life in every quarter of the Union.... 
Since the conditions of things during the war enabled men 
to amass fortunes in an incredibly short time, and the 
discovery of oil in almost worthless lands gave them sud- 
denly immense value, the “shoddy” and “petroleum” ele- 
ment has been prominent in circles composed of wealthy 
persons inclined to scatter their money profusely for the 
purpose of display. These leaders of gayety flutter in the 
admiring gaze of the stupid and ignorant masses... . It 
is very easy to create a sensation in New York, or any 
other large city. Where there is a display of unbounded 
wealth, such old-fashioned articles as morality and good 
taste are often despised. 


This is 1868, from a book entitled Queens of American So- 
ciety by Mrs. E. F. Ellet. 


The Courte expesses its utter detestation that men 
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and women of meane condition, education, and calling, 
should take upon them the garb of gentleman by wear- 
inge of gold or siver lace, or buttons or poynts at their 
knees, or walke in great boots, or women of the same ranke 
to weare silke or tiffany hoods or scarfs. 


This is the Massachusetts Bay Court speaking. The date is 
1651, and we are now back well over three centuries. And, 
obviously, we are also back where we started from. 


INESCAPABLE CONCLUSION 


There is, however, another stark, inescapable conclusion 
here. This is that, if Society never existed in any form which 
was not regularly and severely critized, we already have, in 
a sense, our corpus delicti—which is not, as so often thought, 
the body of the victim, but rather the body of evidence, or basic 
facts necessary to the commission of the crime. These facts, 
in the opinion of present-day complainants, we have aplenty, 
and if we also had the same facts all the way back for over 
300 years, that still does not change the basic charge. We still 
have our corpus all right—it is just rather more delicti than we 
might have thought. 


Unwittingly, we would also seem to have provided our mo- 


tive. For while it is quite clear that Society in America 
has always been, to those who are not in it, a bad thing, it is 
equally clear that, to those who are in it, there is no such 
thing as Society at all—or at least there is no such thing in 
comparison to former days. 


SUSPECT EVERYTHING 


We must, however, suspect everything, even motives, and 
particularly complaining ones. For, while a relative newcomer 
like Miss Elsa Maxwell may declare, as she often has, that 
to complain about Society is to prove you are out of it—a view 
which should have served to keep down the complaints—ac- 
tually, as we have seen in our. 350-year excursion, the exact 
reverse is true. Moreover, as not only history but also as any 
true grande dame will tell you, it always has been true. One 
presents, as it were, one’s calling card by one’s complaint. 
For example, to say that present-day Society is fine, great 
shape, wonderful people, etc., is tantamount to an admission 
that one has never known better and one’s calling card, or 
card of admission, is—or at least once was—the fact that one 
has, that one belonged before the present. Otherwise, one is 
obviously open to the charge of being newly arrived, or, as the 
French put it, nowveau, parvenu or even arriviste. 


By the use of those French words we have, without malice 
aforethought, brought up still another point. For if we must 
be suspicious of American suspects, we must be equally on 
guard against foreigners. This is because, while our American 
suspects may have, as we have seen, bored from within, there 
is no question but that a host of foreigners have, since the 
beginning, bored from without. Indeed, the possibility of a 
foreign angle to our social homicide beggars the International 
Set itself.

“It’s ridiculous,’ he said. “I predict a 
qualifying speed of 15142. A lot of people 


say stock cars run 136 around the track 


and we should do 160. That's a lot of non- 
sense. 


“A stock car is twice as heavy as ours, 
about 4,000 pounds to 1,700, and we usually 
travel about 30 miles an hour faster. 


“When they hit a bump out there, the 
added weight allows them to recover. At 
our speed, and with our light weight, we go 
out of control.”’ 


Sachs described the track as ‘‘treach- 
erous.’” He also disagreed with Duane Car- 
ter’'s contention that the race will run 
sans pit stops. “It'll take two or more,” 
said Sachs. 


‘‘Monday’s run was an attempt to find 
my way out there,’ he said. ‘‘The hardest 
part of it was trying to find a relaxing 
point, a difficult thing because of the short 
straights. I didn’t touch the brakes at all.”’ 


Sachs’ target for Tuesday is to look for 
that relaxing point on the track. 


Meanwhile, track superintendent Alf 
Knight reported repaving of four bumps on 
the turns, a condition laid down by USAC 
racing director Henry Banks.

Joe Brooks is what you might call an interna- 
tional fisherman. You are likely to meet him 
one week in a Norway salmon river, and the 


next week find him battling 
broadbills off the coast of New 


Zealand. 


Some of my fine fishing hours 
have been spent with Joe, chas- 
ing bonefish on a Florida , flat, 
tarpon in.a back country canal, 
and shad in a Chesapeake estu- 
ary. The way he handles fishing 
tackle you'd think all rods and 
reels were designed especially 


for his hands. 


That’s why I wasn’t too sur- 


prised when Joe told me he'd 


just landed a tarpon which established a new 


world record for the flyrod. 


It was a pretty good fish, too, for a mere 
sliver of bamboo. It tipped the scales at 148% 
pounds—you know a guy who catches or kills 
something big is always as zealous of that one- 
half pound as he is of the other 148. But what 
interested me as much as the record itself were 
the details of how he whipped the whopping fish. 


Joe was fishing at Little Torch Key with a 
fellow by the name of Stu Apt. They found one 
of the bays on the Key rolling alive with tarpon 
—big tarpon. Joe has been the, holder of several 
world’s records on light tackle, and whenever 
and wherever he fishes he is always on the look- 
out for another. In spite of the effort he made 
to cast to the largest fish in the school, he 
caught one 80-pound tarpon on his fly, and then 
another which went slightly above 80 pounds. 
His next strike was by the largest fish he had 
seen in the school. He had the big bruiser on for 
an hour before his leader was sawed in two and 
his tarpon went its exhausted way with the fly 


hanging in its lip.

hours Joe had his fish close enough for the gaff. 


For the last hour of the fight Joe and Stu had 


talked about the monstrous sharks they had seen 
around Little Torch Key, and fervently agreed 
they’d be just as pleased if the killers of the 
seas stayed away until they could boat the fish. 
No game fish with a chunk bitten out of its side 
or tummy is eligible for a record, no matter how 
much the remainder of the mutilated fish weighs. 


When the tarpon was close enough to the boat 
Stu put the gaff in it. But the silver king had 
more power left than they figured. It gave a 
terrific flounce, and according to Joe, ‘‘Stu pole- 


He wasn’t too excited when he hooked into 


vaulted over the side of the boat and into the 
ocean. While he was in the air he remembered 
the sharks, and he hit the water climbing back 
into the boat. His acrobatics were so fast he 
hardly got the back of his shirt wet.”’ 


Joe scrapped his fish with the gaff hanging 


in its side another 20 minutes before the slender 
flyrod was able to get it alongside the boat 
for a second time. Stu caught the gaff handle 
and this time the tarpon simply pulled him off 
the deck, at a much slower pace. With Joe’s 
help, he was able to climb back into the boat, 
still holding the gaff handle, and this time they 
landed the big fish. 


The scales on the dock added to the excite- 


ment of the event by announcing the new world 
record for tarpon on a flyrod.

WARM SPRINGS FOUNDATION was es- 
tablished here, providing therapy to 
many victims of polio over the years. 


60m. LITTLE WHITE HOUSE, a surpris- 


ingly modest. cottage in the sun- 
dappled woods. The house is largely 
retained as it was when FDR died 
here in 1945. Roosevelt, who loved 
trees and nature, chose a natural 
setting for his home, and then per- 
mitted only essential landscaping. In- 
side the living room are the same 
partly burned logs in the fireplace as 
there were on April 12, 1945, and the 
unfinished portrait for which Roose- 
velt was sitting when he was fatally 
stricken. 


You may also visit the nearby 
museum building, opened by the State 
in 1961, to display the priceless col- 
lection of Roosevelt mementoes from 
all over the world. Among its multi- 
farious and fascinating objects are a 
silk-embroidered portrait of Wash- 
ington from China, a miniature throne 
of avodire wood from the African 
Gold Coast, and a walking stick 
showing the heads of all the United 
States Presidents. Drive South to 
the junction with Route 190, then 
turn West.

Upon leaving the park, continue 
West on State Route 190 to its junc- 
tion with U.S. 27.
